W. D. Aibright Passes 


W. D. Albright, who less than a year 
ago retired on superannuation as sup- 
erintendent of the Dominion Experim- 
ental Station at Beaverlodge, Alberta, 
after 30 years’ association with the 
Experimental Farm Service, died re- 
cently. For many years he had been 
one of the outstanding officials in the 
Peace River district, and from his ex- 
tensive knowledge of agriculture in 
Northern Canada made many valuable 
contributions towards agricultural pro- 
gress in Northern Alberta and the 
North West Territories, 


He was born in South Cayuga, Ont., 
in 1881. At the Ontario Agricultural 
College he won the Governor General’s 
prize for general efficiency. After 
leaving the O. A. C., he was appointed 
assistant editor of the Maritime Farm- 
er at Sussex, N. B., and two years lat- 
er became associate editor of the 
Farmer's Advocate at London, Ont., 
where he remained for over eight 
years. In the early part of the cen- 
tury he went pioneering with his wife 
and child in the upper Peace River 
region, eventually establishing a pro- 
gressive frontier farm at Beaverlodge, 
which later became a Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station and a centre of ag- 
ricultural activity in Northern Alberta. 
His passing removes a man highly re- 
spected by all who knew him, and is a 
loss to the industry with which he 
was an active and constructive work- 
er.

Some 
farmers in regularly and ask 
questions and others never come, The 
Iman who does come often gets more 
than his two dollars worth. 

The odd thing about the whole thing 
is this.

The man who does come to 
the office doesn’t need help with his 
problems as much as the man who 
doesn't, therefore, the fellow who 
doesn’t come is the man we may have 
to search out and try to help. Why 
not help yourself and make this De- 
partmental service more efficient. Now 
for a few timely suggestions. 

About a month from now with nor- 
mal weather conditions, many farmers 
Will be haying. Cut your hay early— 
better to have quality than quantity or 
bulk. Good hay gives good feeding 
results and commands a better price 
on the market. To get this good hay, 
cut ail forage crops when the blooms 
Start to appear. This is particularly 
true with Crested Wheat Grass. 

And never let your Clovers be more 
than 10% in bloom. There are some 
dont’s but no one likes “Dont’s”, there- 
fore, I'll suggest that proper methods 
of curing and handling be practised. 
Racking the hay before the swath be- 
comes bleached and the leaves brittle 
will prevent much leaf loss. When 
stacking, keep the center of the stack 
high. 
musty 


No one likes to feed damp and 
hay. 

Another question. Are any of you 
farmers contemplating seeding any 
fall wheat or rye? If so begin +0 
preparations now. Here’s a sugges- 
tion that may help, and there is some 
evidence to warrant the idea being 
tried. Plant about one quarter to one 
half bushel of oats with your fall 
grains. And plant about the middle of 
August to allow the spring grain to 
get a reasonably good growth before 
freeze up. If there are grasshoppers 
at this time they will feed on the oats 
in preference to the fall grain. Again 
do not pasture this crop off—allow it 
to stand as a cover crop to hold snow 
and bring the fall grain through the 
winter as a stronger stand and prevent 
winter killing. This cover crop by 
holding snow, will also give a large 
measure of control for soil drifting. 
The fall frost will kill the annual grain 
so there won't be any danger from 
becoming mixed. If no oats are avail- 
able, try the same amounts of spring 
wheat or spring rye.

lor more than a generation Alberta Farmers have painfully and 
patiently built up their own marketing organizations to protect them- 
seives and better their economic position. These tarm organizations 
are built on a basis of service rather than profit-—-like the Ontario 
Iiydro Electric, the post office, and various municipal enterprises. 
The Income Tax Payers’ Association has been conducting an inten- 
propaganda campaign to induce the Canadian Government to im- 
I federal corporation taxation on these organizations. The evid- 
ence available would suggest that the Income Tax Payers’ Association 
is really a creation of powerful Canadian financial institutions and 
corporations, The purpose of the campaign is to effectively cripple 
farmers’ organizations as well as other enterprises built up by the 
people for their own use. 

The under-signed Alberta farm organizations are keenly resentful 
over the incessant attacks inspired by the autocracy of wealth operat- 
ing through the Income Tax Payers’ Association. It is felt that Alberta 
people are being misled and presented with an unfair picture of the 
true situation. 

Alberta farmers have in the past generation produced billions of 
dollars worth of new wealth. The bulk of this has been drained off to 
central Canada (Ontario and Quebec). These two wealthy provinces 
contribute 77 per cent of all taxes collected by the Dominion (statement 
made by Premier Drew of Ontario). It is thus plain that Ontario and 
Quebee corporations will be the chief beneficiaries if farm co-operative 
organizations are made subject to federal corporation taxes. Individual 
tax payers will benefit little, if any. 

Business interests cannot afford to engage in a life and death 
struggle with the farm people of Alberta. Business people have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain in fighting with farmer co-operatives, 
What the Income Tax Payers’ Association is now doing is building up 
an enmity which might well create’ the very kind of atmosphere’ in 
which bu cannot prosper or perhaps even survive. 

Alberta people should support farmer co-operatives whose object- 
ive is better living conditions on Alberta farms .
